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It is a sad feature of our Canadian politics 
hat such an excellent speaker, and, it would be 
said by those who know him, such an exceed- 
ingly good fellow as Sir Richard Cartwright 
must always be slated as a pessimist and a pre- 
cursor of evil for his party. To see his white 
snapping teeth and waxed mustache, either in 
Parliament cr on the platform, suggests the 
shark that always follows the ship looking for 
acorpse. Whether it was his enemies or his 
patural instinct that led him to adopt this 
role no one can tell, but it is a beastly poor 
part to play. His friends tell me that he is an 
excellent fellow, generous in matters of money, 
kindly in those little concerns of life which en- 
dear people to us, yet even his own party is 
afraid to ask him to speak, he is so fond of 
the funereal aspect of public affairs and so sad 
about things that the electorate should like to 
have gay.

Talking about the sad features of life 
reminds me of how exceedingly fond Her 
Majesty the Queen is of funerals, and 
crape, and decorations that tend to an 
expression of woe. Never in the whole 
history of the colonies has she come out so 
strongly, so beautifully and with such a ten- 
dency to lead her subjects who dwell afar in 
colonies to love her as a personage, as in the 
attention she paid Sir John Thompson after he 
was dead. It is notorious that Her Majesty 
has a fondness for funerals which no gaiety 
can disturb nor social mirth can satisfy. Lon- 
don tradesmen, and indeed the whole people of 
Great Britain, recognize the fact that her par- 
ticular fad since the death of the Prince Con- 
sort has been funerals. If she could only take 
the same delight in the gaieties of life as she 
does in the crape and ,draperies of woe, the 
London season would be twice as profitable to 
those who dealin the ample necessities of the 
.ball-room. However, in our own instance this 
particular penchant has afforded the principal 
colony of Great Britain vast and proper satis- 
faction. That this sort of thing was entirely 
in the Queen's taste is to our advantage, and 
that it was attended to with grand and unre- 
served splendor in expenditure must be pleas- 
ing to every one of Her Majesty’s colonial sub- 
jects. We have had gala days and sympo- 
siums and grand affairs in all the colonies, yet 
Canada has been fortunate enough to touch 
Her Majesty in her tender spot, that of afuneral, 
upon which she dotes, and it has been to our 
advantage.

Sir John Thompson declared himself as ob- 
jecting to ever becoming beastly rich. The 
World had an editorial on this subject which 
seemed to me satisfactory as far as it went, 
yet I imagine it did not go far enough to 
satisfy every public man that there is a 
beastliness about riches which may be pro- 
perly avoided. The man who gets very rich is 
almost certain to obtain the idea that he owns 
the earth. Even bankers who handle much 
money get this joyous but offensive notion. 
The puny creature who approaches them is 
impressed with the idea that he is a worm, and 
if they avoid treading on him that it is due to 
their kindness of heart or a by-law of the 
institution. The fact that the Populists could 
tramp upon the banks until they were dead, 
that if public opinion did not support the 
institution no police could protect their vaults, 
seems to fade out of their inflamed monetary 
imagination. While extremely conservative 
in my opinions, it does seem to me that arevolt 
properly conducted and periodic in its up- 
heaval would be of advantage to the monetary 
institutions of this country. Ifonce per annum 
or once every four years those who have been 
robbed by a bank were to proceed to burst it 
and distribute its wealth, alittle more atten- 
tion would be paid to the public aspect of bank- 
ing and the commercial interests concerned in 
having enough to carry on legitimate enter- 
prises, The bank apparently has an idea that 
it isa divine institution intended to supply 
money to those who are quite able to supply it 
for themselves, to obtain a revenue for those 
who are too mean or too lazy to engage in the 
labors of life, and to provide situations for 
snobs’ who, if they were made to meet the 
public in any other posture, would be slapped 
into civility. The mere fact that there is 
plenty of money and a reserve fund in a bank 
entitles nobody to the czar-like attitude 
and dictatorial tone which our banks assume. 
If socialism ever obtains ample growth the 
bank will be apologetic instead of bullying. 
{ donot advocate socialism, yet I can conceive 
of a growth of popular opinion which will 
make it necessary for even bankers to enlarge 
their sphere of knowledge and to amplify the 
conveniences which are now so grudgingly 
given to the people who support them. 


a * 

I think one of the most extraordinary things 
that has ever been proposed in politics was that 
which if carried into effect would have made B. 
B, Osler Minister of J ustice and direct heir to the 
throne of popular approval in the Dominion of 
Canada. It is impossible to conceive of anybody 
who has disregarded popular approval more 
than the distinguished criminal laywer whose 
whole alm has been to make money for himself 
rather than aid in either government or the 
exact administration of justice for the benefit 
of the people. As his greatest feats have been 
to deliver from the hangman those who were 
proper subjects for the noose, had the 
Conservative party gone outside of Parliament 
for a Minister of Justice it might well have 
suggested a fear of Jack Ketch, for while parti- 
zan governmsnt lives and is esteemed a proper 
expedient for carrying on the business of the 
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country, each party must have some regard to 
those who spend time and money on behalf of 
the organizations which are either dominant 
or hope to be so. To not only go outside of 
Parliament but to go outside of the party 
in search of a lawyer to keep the party 
out of trouble and to administer the affairs 
of the country, would have been, as far 
as the Conservative party is concerned, to 
declare itself thoroughly incapable and 
guilty. It is"*inconceivable that such a move- 
ment could be started entirely without some 
hint that Mr. Osler would consent. That it 
was worked to make a boom for a man whose 
revenue is already enormous in the matter of 
fees, seems to me to mark the somebody who 
started it as either a dreamer or a partner in 
an advertising scheme. If Mr. Weldon of 
Albert, N.B., lecturer in the Law School of 
Halifax, was not thought sufficient, if Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper was not esteemed 
sufficiently able, the Conservative party, or 
those who assume to be such, might well 
confine their researches to the men who have 
served them and who are personally known 
to them. Is it possible that the Con- 
servative party of Canada is unaware

of the existence of any man who is 
large enough for the place? if Toronto 
were to be asked, Mr. Charles Ritchie, Q.C., 
would at once be suggested as having the 
clearest and brightest legal mind of any man 
in the city of Toronto. No one can quarrel 
with bis qualifications ; he is equal in all-round 
law to the man who was proposed ; he is known 
to every lawyer in Canada as a man who has 
an evenly balanced head, a knowledge of the 
world and the makings of a great man. His 
income has been so large from his practice that 
he has neither needed nor regarded the places 
in the Dominion service which could have 
been his had he so chosen. Asan adviser, as 
aclear and convincing speaker, he is as large 
as Mr. B. B. Osler, great as the latter gentle- 
man is as a criminal lawyer. If partizan 
organization is to mean anything, if in the 
future it shall mean anything, some regard 
must be paid to services already rendered and 
to ability already displayed. 


If on the other hand it were to be demon- 
strated that the country is to look after genius, 
no matter where it is found, and after 
clever men, no matter of what political stripe 
they may be, I should have been glad to see Mr, 
B. B, Osler chosen. It would relieve us from 
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the enormous restraint of believing that | 
partizan service is always to be recognized, no 
matter what brilliant attainments may exist 
under the quite serious ban of disagreement 
with the ruling party in matters of policy. If 
genius and the accomplishment of great things 
be sufficient to entitle a man to be called toa 
high place, and if this rule were to be estab- 
lished, I should have been glad to see 
Mr. B. B, Osler invited to take the portfolio 
of Minister of Justice. It would of course 
mean to a certain extent the disruption of 
parties, a consequence that will necessarily 
result from coalition governments, but unless 
there had been a distinct statement to this 
effect I should have been sorry to see the Con- 
servative party go outside of Parliament and 
outside of its own party in order to obtain the 
assistance ofa great criminal lawyer to pull 
itself out of the hole. I do not know that there 
was a hole nor that the Conservative party 
was init, but if they had invited Mr. B. B. 
Osler such a situation must naturally have 
suggested itself to every reasonable mind. 


The well intentioned project to raise money 
for Lady Thompson by subscription it is to be 


hoped will be abandoned. Nothing is so ex- 
asperating or conducive to a loss of self-respect 
as seeing the hat passed around for oneself or 
one’s family. Sir John Thompson’s services to 
this country can hardly be overestimated, inso- | 
much as he filled a very difficult position dur- 
ing a very trying time, and national services 
should be paid for out of the nation’s funds 
with such liberality as to ensure a comfortable 
living to Lady Thompson and her family. The 
man who succeeds Sir John Thompson is not 
succeeding Sir John A. Macdonald, nor does he | 
have to pay any of the penalties incurred by 
the superb but rather extravagant statesman 
who ruled Canada so long. Few men in his- 
tory have been forced into the difficult position 
that Sir John Thompson occupied of having to | 
straighten the accounts of a statesman who was | 
thoroughly determined to make Canada great 
and was absolutely forced to adopt methods 
which to say the least were questionable, The | 
man who succeeds Sir John Thompson has no 
more difficult task than the carrying on of the 
Government. He is the apologist for nobody 
and his only trouble may be to face the possible 
deficits which are not chargeable to bad gov- 
ernment but to hard times. Hon, Mackenzie 
Bowell, I imagine, will be able to fill the bill 
and suffer less criticism than would be excited 
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by any other premier who might have been 
chosen. Personally unobjectionable, posses- 
sing the chief characteristic of a statesman, 
good, hard, everyday sense, he should pass 
through the fire unscathed. It would have 
been a dangerous project to place a 
brilliant man in the position now occu- 
pied by Mr. Bowell. What his party 
and his country desire is safety from 
& commercial crisis, a _ political crisis, 
from any crisis whatsoever. The strong- 
est argument in favor of the Government is 
that we desire safety, peace and no disturb- 
ance of our commercial status. In no one 
would greater faith be reposed than in the 
gentleman who has been chosen. For that 
reason, if for no other, the nomination is most 
acceptable, and no one can doubt that the 
administration will be kept within those careful 
and conservative lines which will prevent the 
jarring of the interests of thiscountry with the 
interest of other countries.

Never before has the British Constitution 
seemed so elastic, amiable and beneficial as in 
the tiding over, without a tremor, of the Cana- 
dian Government at a period, which, in the 
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United States for instance, would have been dis 
astrousand disturbing. Our chief man died, yet 
the Executive remained undisturbed. A new 
man has been chosen, the Government has 
scarcely been altered, the country has felt no 
panic nor the disturbance of stocks, nor the 
presence Of any disorder, and to-morrow and 
next day and a week after the whole tide of 
events will roll on as if no man had died or no 
great personage disappeared.

Speaking about death and the disappearance 
of men who had been relied upon, leads me to 
speak of a man in a much smaller sphere than 
was occupied by Sir John Thompson. Mr. 
William Prower of Bowmanville, whose por- 
trait appears elsewhere, was an exceedingly 
clever man. Bankers and lawyers say that he 
was one of the cleverest financiers in Canada. 
Though he occupied his mind with a small busi- 
ness, his control of the political interests of 
West Durham enlarged his sphere of thought 
and action sufficiently to make life endurable. 
Generous to the poor, really splendid in po- 
litical work, it was he who really brought that 
constituency within reach of Conservative 
domination. I imagine that no man in Canada, 
living in a country town, will be more missed 
than he. His death in the Oid Country simply 
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proved to his old neighbors how strong and 
lovable a character they had lost. I am told 
that over five thousand people attended his 
funeral, and that long before the concourse had 
left the church the body was being buried and 
the last sad rites performed for one of the 
biggest-hearted men that ever lived.

It is sadto think that some of Canada’s great- 
est men can look forward to nothing but a big 
funeral, It is small payment of public service 
to have the poor who have fed upon one’s 
charity weep over one’s bier, and to have the 
public that has resisted with all its might the 
public movements of a clever man, clamorous 
to pay respect to his remains, Perhaps in the 
next world we will have a more equitable dis- 
tribution of honors, more happy rewards of 
merit, and more gentle treatment of those who 
try to do their best. If it be so, I feel sure that 
those who lovingly knew the man who was so 
familiarly known as ‘* Bill” Prower will make 
him captain of {some great and noble host, 
where his splendid figure will fittingly repre- 
sent a life spent in doing good and kindly 
deeds and in the brave advocacy of the things 
which were not esteemed popular in the com- 
munity where his earthly apprenticeship was 
spent.

ada. That Toronto is the musical center of 
Canada nobody dare dispute for a moment. 
This being the case, it is puerile to declaim 
against the engagement of foreign artists at 
great concerts and as leaders in the production 
of gieat works. Thisis the only way that we 
can encourage great singers, pianists, violin- 
ists and that sort of people to come into our 
midst and show the students of music the 
highest standards of the profession they are 
adopting. The moment we adopt the narrow 
provircialism of permitting none but local 
cele brities to sing or play, we will destroy the 
strongest feature of our musical cult. That 
genius born in our midst should never have an 
opportunity would be a scandalous proposition, 
but it must be remembered that in music, as 
in other things, prophets have least honor in 
their own country. Having this old axiom 
in view, yet noticing how often our 
best artists are invited to appear in 
public, I think Toronto has nothing to 
complain of. It is hard to establish a place 
here, yet once established it is profitable and 
pleasant, and the whole province, indeed the 
whole of Canada, looks to this city for artists 
to adorn concerts and entertainments, and it 
should be the idea of local managers to obtain 
all the foreign talent that is possible in order to 
best equip those educated in Toronto for the 
tasks and, itis to be hoped, for the triumphs 
of life elsewhere.

I presume the Civic Investigation is prac- 
tically over. In common with every citizen I 
feel glad that some of the corrupt influences 
which have been so powerful in Toronto have 
been exposed. That these influences have not 
been dominant has been evidenced by the fact 
that the best possible deal was made with the 
companies and syndicates involved. The pub- 
lic have certainly been convirced that while 
corrupt methods were employed in some in- 
stances, strangely good results have been 
achieved. One cannot but congratulate a city 
where such possibilities of doing evil were to be 
found and yet in which such exceedingly good 
results were produced. Just what was the re- 
straining influence no one can concaive, yet that 
there was a restraining influence all must 
acknowledge. The citizens seem to be very 
derelict in their duty when electing aldermen, 
yet there must b3 a wholesome and all-per- 
vading idea of decency which cannot be out- 
raged beyond a certain limit. If this were 
not so, the extraordinary court of enquiry 
which is about closing its work would have 
elicited much more than has yet been made 
public.

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I think it is quite proper to designate the 
Investigation as an extraordinary court. Any- 
thing born under the sanctity of law and bear- 
ing the name of acourt and doing the duties 
that citizens should perform for themselves, 
and yet having power to hold midnight ses 
sions and stop men on the streets in order to 
give evidence, is a spectacle so »nomalous and 
startling in this nineteenth century that we 
must award proper praise to those conducting 
it who have refused to abuse their great powers. 
The country must be in a strange state of 
disturbance that necessitates the delivery 
over to any tribunal of the preposterous juris- 
diction given to our civic court of enquiry. 
Had this civic episode in which the Street 
Railway Company was the disturbing figure 
been in the time of the French Revolution, it 
would have been easy to imagine the methods 
adopted to repress those who were exercising a 
corrupt influence upon the men chosen by the 
electorate.

HIS week the proper subject for discus- 
*sion ts books for boys, as a great many 
grand-dads and uncles are buying 
books for their grandsons and neph- 
ews. No father of properly balanced 
mind is nowadays efflicted with the 
notion that prevailed a generation 





: ago, viz., that boys should only be permitted to 


' read the Bible, Pilgrim’s Progress, and such 
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books and papers as the Sunday school s ffords, 
I have nothing to say against these booke. The 
Bible is the greatest book in any language, and 
it would be so regarded by all people, young and 
old, if the reading of it were not made com- 
pulsory. Itis full of the most interesting of 


| the world’s history ; it is replete with a poetry 
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that uninspired volumes have always imitated 
in vain; it contains stories of moral and phy- 
sical heroism that appeal to all the human 
instincts—yet the Book is administered as 
medicine to the young, and boys are forced to 
regard it with disfavor, whereas were it offered 
them on its merits it would attract rather 
than repel. Boys are compelled to read it, a 
chapter at a-time, here and there, while at 
home ; when they go away they seldom read 
even an odd chapter, so that throughout 
life the greatest Book in the world is 
never read conscientiously, systematically, 
as every meaner volume is read. As for Pil- 
grim’s Progress, I never read any other volume 
with greater interest, but that is a book which 
a boy is allowed to approach as all books 
should be approached, to be opened at the 
beginning and read through. This volume can 
also stand on its merits, and should be allowed 
to do so. The Sunday school literature is 
usualle very weak in handling, though good in 
motive. Butit has been generally conceded 
that to attempt harsh restraint upon boys in 
the matter of reading, generally produces the 
worst possible results, It is so easy for a boy 
to get hold of injurious books that a father is 
wise who allows his son some latitude and 
guides him through dangerous places, through 
which, unless guided, he will venture stealthily 
and alone. Perhaps a father has no taste for 
reading, yet the son is strongly inclined that 
way. Thisshould please the father, and he 
should do his best to enter into the lad’s 
spirit. It is conceded by the best educationists 
that history can be better taught by means of 
volumes written by Gibbon and Macaulay (in 


the fields they cover) than by the hard, dry | 


compression of facts that formerly were found 
in theschool histories. Dates and names convey 
nointelligence. The mind must retainapicture, 
the spirit must conceive an emotion or all 
study is wasted. Nothing but benefit can 
come from the sensible reading of historical 
romances. If I had a son studying English 
history, I would select a number of historical 
novels for concurrent reading, so that he could 
get from the romance a knowledge of the pri- 
vate life and social condition of each period to 
graft upon the real history of that period, 
and so that he could get from history a 
knowledge of the facts which would show 
wherein the romance was fictitious. It is 
hard for a boy of the present day, on reading 
in his history how royal brothers fought and 
poisoned and assassinated each other in Eng- 
land a few centuries ago, to realize that the 
men spoken of really existed and were human 
as weare. History deals with facts as matters 
of course. But the romance comes along and 
lets him into the very inner life of the time ; 
he understands the influences, so different 
from those of our own day, which shaped the 
life and character of the princes and kings, 
and he comes to understand how the world 
has changed and improved in the last five hun- 
dred years. Ifthe names and occurrences of 
a story are imaginary, and the depiction of 
sovial life, the state of morals, the dress and 
habits of the time are correctly drawn, then 
the work of fiction is true and instructive in 
its general tenor. There are parables in the 
Bible drawn for instruction. In studying Eng- 
lish history a boy should have an historical 
novel, where possible, to read along with his 
study of every reign. The historical novelist 
is called upon to make the most exhaustive 
research before beginning his book. He re- 
quires to examine the records as sternly as an 
historian. No historian has surpassed Sir 
Walter Scott in faithfulnessof research. Why 
should a boy, who has not the opportunities of 
that great man for consulting archives and 
records, be deprived of benefiting from the 
discoveries which he made, and which in his 
books he has conveyed to posterity in such 
fascinating guise? Dr. Conan Doyle read one 
hundred and fifteen books preparatory to writ- 
ing Phe White Company. The product of his 
researches are found in that book, and who, 
allowing his son to study history in any form, 
will deny him the right to benefit from what 
Conan Doyle has so laboriously unearthed and 
so skilfully purveyed? Side by side with the 
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series of Columbian Historical Novels by John 
R. Musick, which start with Columbus and end 
in the present decade, 





study of American History should be read the 
A capital book for boys is Kilgorman by the 
late Talbot Baines Reed. It isa story of Ire- 
land in 1798, at the time of the revolution led 
by the unfortunate and gallant Lord Edward 
Fitzgerald and the erratic Wolfe Tone. The 
hero, Barry Gallagher, goes through number- 
less adventures with the smugglers on the 
Donegal coasts. He is taken off by a pirate 
vessel, which is run down by the French, and 
all hands are sentenced to be hanged for piracy. 
Barry is innocent, but he would have been 
hanged with the others but that he escaped. 
He finally gets to Paris during the Reign of 
Terror. A splendid idea of the terror of 
life in Paris is conveyed. Barry is at last 
pointed out as an aristocrat and locked up. 
The guillotine drops fifty heads per day. After 
six months’ confinement he escapes, and this 
eecape is said to be historically true, He gets 
away on a barge, gets to Ireland in the midst 
of the uprising, fights under Admiral Duncan 
against the Dutch on the Camperdown and 
returns to Ireland in time to see the collapse 
of the French invasion of Ireland. The book 
is intensely interesting and covers a period too 
little known by readers generally. T. Nelson

VIII, of Catherine of Aragon and Anne

Mr, A. H. H. Heming of Hamilton will ac- 
company Mr. Casper W. Whitney, the well 
known sporting editor of Hurper's Weekly, on 
a trip through the extreme Canadian North- 
west, Labrador and Hudson Busy country in 
a@ search for the musk ox. They will pass 
through Toronto to-day. Mr. Whitney will 
write up the trip in Harper's Monthly (not the 
weekly) and Mr. Heming will supply the illus- 
trations. They will go by C.P.R. as far as 
Edmonton, where they will shed the garb of 
civilization and don the buckskin and furs of 
the North, From Edmonton they will go one 
hundred miles north by horse-sleigh to Lake 
La Biche, where they will procure guides, as- 
sistants and dog-sleighs, They will then con- 
tinue straight north by Athabaska River and 
Lake, Great Slave River and Lake to Fort Rae, 
and across Barren Lands to the head of Copper 
Mine River. So far the quest will be musk ox 
and reindeer, and if time permits the expedition 
will cross Mackenzie River after wood buffalo. 
They expect to return early in April. Mr, 
Heming has been up through the Hudson’s 
Bay country before and understands how 
to meet the hardships of travel, and the fitting 
out of the expedition was no doubt largely left 
in his hands. On his previous trip he secured 
some fine drawings for Harper's and may be 
regarded as the best equipped artist of the day 
in regard to the great game of the Labrador 
country. 





Notes of Pictures and Painters : Letters on 
Italian Art, by Emaline A. Rand, is a clever 
little volume by the wife of the President of 
McMaster University, Toronto. It has just 
been issued from the presses of William 
Briggs, Toronto, the articles first appearing in 
the college monthly, where, I am not sur. 
prised to learn, they at once attracted the at- 
tention of Mr. Briggs. The book begins at the 
beginning of Italian Art, and in a fluent style 
discusses the various painters and their works 
as they appear in the National Gallery, London. 
The book will be found fascinating and inval- 
uable to anyone who has the least interest 
in art and will bring credit to the talented 
lady who has produced it. The book 
contains several anecdotes, one cf which 
relates to Giotto (born 1276), He was found 
one very hot day hard at work by King Robert 
of Naples. ‘“‘If I were you, Giotto, I would 
leave off work and rest myself this fine day,” 
said the king. ‘So would I, sire, if I were 
you,” replied Giotto. When Pope Boniface 
VIII. called upon all artists to submit speci- 
mens of their work so that a fitting one might 
be chosen to decorate the walls of St. Peter's, 
it is said that this painter seized a bit of chalk 
and with one stroke made a perfect circle, and 
this was all he would deign to send in to His 
Holiness. He got the job. The irascibility of 
artists thus dates very far back, even to this 
founder of Italian art. 

A book of home stories that are equal to 
those of James Barrie, a book that greatly 
resembles the work turned out by that master 
hand, is a book worth noticing. It has been 
my misfortune not to read any previous 
volume from the pen of Ian Maclaren, but the 
one in question, Beside the Bonnie Brier Bush, 
is a revelation to me.

What are Raw Sugars >? 


It’s Mrs. 








Peofessor Cameron, Public Analyst of the 
city of Dublin, who has examined samples of 
raw sugar, states that they contained great 
numbers of disgusting insects, which produce 
a disgusting disease. Theirshape is very accu- 
rately shown in the accompanying figures, 
magnified two hundred diameters. Fig. 1 is 
the under side and Fig. 2 is the upper side. 
His description is as follows : 

“The Acarus sacchari is a formidably 
organized, exceeding lively, and decidedly 
ugly little animal. From its oval-shaped body 
stretches forth a proboscis terminating in a 
kind of scissors, with which it seizes upon its 
foud. Its organs of locomotion consist of eight 
legs, each jointed and furnished at its ex 
tremity with a hook, In the sugar, its move 
ments from one place to another are neces- 
sarily very slow, but when placzd on a per- 
fectly clean and dry surface, it moves along 
with great rapidity.”

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HE first appearance in Toronto 
of the celebrated Belgian vio- 
linist, M. Eugene Ysaye, on 
Tuesday evening last at the 
Pavilion Music Hall, attracted 
a large and critical audience, 
representing the culture of the 
city. The concert proved, as 

might have been expected, the most important 
and artistic musical event of the present season 
thus far, Associated with M. Ysaye were the 
following well known artists: Miss Theodora 
Pfaffiin, soprano, Mr. Harry M. Field, solo 
pianist, and the Beethoven Trio, Mr. H. M. 
Field (piano), Mr. H. Klingenfeld (violin), and 
Mr. R. Ruth (cello). The glowing press notices 
which had preceded M. Ysaye had naturally 
wrought up public expectation to an unusual 
extent. As frequently happens in such in- 
stances many, expecting, something bordering 
on the supernatural, may have felt dis- 
appointed, but the opinion of the critical por- 
tion of the audience on Tuesday evening last 
was unanimous as to the exalted standing of 
the great artist who then performed. His play- 
ing was characterized by an honesty of pur- 
pose, a regard for the highest and purest ideals 
of his art, and an utter absence of the clap- 
trap and sensationalism through which so 
many artists of the first rank play themselves 
into the good graces of the multitudes, While 
his technique might not bear ccmparison with 
come others of the greatest living violinists 
who might be mentioned, or other details 
of his work might be inferior, there are points 
of surpassing excellence in his interpretation 
of the music chosen by him which may chal- 
lenge comparison with any of the foremost 
violinists of our times, Whether in the 
elaborate* Fantaisie Ecossaise of Max Brach, 
in his own characteristic compositions, or in 
the more severely classical works of Bach or 
*the modern and more brilliant style of the St. 
Saens Rondo Capriccioso, his success was al- 
waysthe same. His reception by the audience 
may be considered a genuine triumph, no less 
than four or five recalls following his first num- 
ber and encores being insisted upon after each 
appearance. The assisting artists were uni- 
formly successful and added much to the enjoy- 
ment of the evening. Miss Pfattlin scored a 
pronounced success in her several solos, dis- 
playing a voice of excellent quality and good 
compass and a musical intelligence which im- 
parted a charm toall her work. Her distinct 
enunciation and artistic phrasing might have 
served as an object lesson to many of our young 
and aspiring vocalists present. The Beethoven 
Trio shared in the honors of the evening. It 
can confidently be said that an artistic ensemble 
such as that exhibited by the three talented 
artists comprising the trio has seldom been 
heard in Toronto. One is also safe in asserting 
that no permanent organization of the kind 
exists in Canada to-day which surpasses it. 
The trio deserve the support of the citizens of 
Toronto and of the province in their honest 
efforts to establish in our midst a chamber 
music organization capable of producing the 


highest class of ensemb/e music in a man- 
ner worthy of it. The audience was 
quick to show its appreciation of the 


admirable work of the trio. Notwithstand- 
ing the central attraction of the evening 
and an unusually long programme, encores 
were demanded in each instance. Equally 
successful was Mr. Field in his pianoforte solos. 
The same ample technique, breadth of style, 
elegance of phrasing and genera! artistic excel- 
lence which one has grown accustomed to in 
his playing, again marked his performances on 
this cecasion. Mr. Field was enthusiastically 
recalled and accorded a reception generally 
which was an unmistakable proof of his de- 
served popularity. The superb Knabe grand 
piano used on this occasion contributed mate- 
rially to the splendid effect of Mr. Field’s solos, 
The concert, which was under the manage- 
ment of Mr. H. M. Hirschberg, furnished a 
tribute to his skill and judgment as a concert 
manager, It is hoped that this most enjoyable 
evening may be but the first of similar events 
to be arranged for by him. 

The great popularity of Handel's immortal 
oratorio, The Messiah, was again amply at- 
tested on Thursday evening of last week on 
the occasion of the presentation of this master- 
work by the Toronto Festival Chorus in Massey 
Music Hall. A very large audience was in 
attendance, many no doubt attracted by the 
notice of the engagement of Mr. Watkins Mills, 
the eminent English basso, yet the mere an- 
nouncement of a Christmas performance of 
The Messiah was responsible for a goodly pro- 
portion of the attendance. Following so soon 
after the presentation of the same work at the 
Festival of last June in the same place and 
under the same conductor, Mr, I’. H. Torring- 
ton, comparisons between the two perform- 
ances naturally suggest themselves, and these 
are not upon the whole favorable to the con- 


cert of last week, The chorus, which at times 
sang with remarkably good effect, was not as 
evenly balanced nor of as good quality gener 


ally as on the occasion of the formal opening of 
Massey Hall last summer. The sopranos were 
again particularly brilliant, this section of the 
chorus developing a splendid tone and singing 
with much vigor throughout. The tenors also 
did excellent work and have seldom been sur 
passed in Toronto, The altos were compara 
tively weak in volume and poor in quality, 
while the bass section, which contained a num 
ber of exceptionally fine voices, suffered in no 
small degree through the evidently large pro- 
portion of incapables admitted to membership 
in that part of the chorus. A marked unsteadi- 
ness in several of the choruses, notably Lift up 
your Heads and the Hallelujah, may perhaps be 
attributed to the lack of a sufficient number of 
combined rehearsals of the chorus as it was con- 
stituted on this occasion. On the other hand, 
the effect produced in the choruses And the 
Glory, For unto Us, Glory to God and others, 
was at times most brilliant and demonstrated 
the flae possibilities of the Festival Chorus for 
the future. 


* 
Mr. Torrington was particularly unfortunate 
as regards the inferior quality of the orchestral 
, material placed at his disposal by the com- 
mittee of the Festival Asscciation. A number 
of excellent players were noticed among the 
performers, but these were not sufficient for 








the occasion. The general effect therefore left 
much to be desired, notwithstanding the tact 
and judgment exercised by the conductor in 
controlling to the best possible advantage the 
heterogeneous forces under his direction. To 
accomplish as much ashe did under the cir- 
cumstances was as great a triumph as a 
finished performance with a band of profes- 
sionals, a fact which should not be lost sight of. 
In this connection the admirable work of Mrs. 
Blight at the organ deserves special mention. 
The intelligent and artistic support rendered 
by this talented lady at the keyboard added 
much to the effect of the performance and con- 
cealed to a large degree the real weakness of 
the orchestra, The soloists were: Miss Guerra 
de Fontoura, soprano; Miss Katherine Flem- 
ing, contralto ; Mr, E, Leonard Auty, tenor, and 
Mr. Watkins Mille, basso. Of these’Mr, Mills 
may be mentioned first as an artist who 
easily outclassed the other soloists. He is a 
typical Englishman, tall and manly in ap- 
pearance, and sings oratorio in a manner 
worthy of the best traditions of this art 
form as cultivated in the land of his birth. 
His magnificent voice and highly cultivated 
style, combined with the highest interpretative 
intelligence and general musical culture, have 
justly earned for him a fame which has al- 
ready spread over several continents. His 
singing of the Aria, Why do the Nations? 
won the triumph of the evening and aroused 
the greatest enthusiasm. The tenor, Mr, Auty, 
sang with considerable finish and careful re- 
gard for phrasing and expression. He /os- 
sesses a light tenor voice of good quality, under 
excellent control, and his work gererally 
created a very favorable impression. Miss 
Fleming, the contralto, whose voice is of ad- 
mirable quality, sang conscientiously through- 
out, but marred the effect of her singing 
through too constant use of the vibrato. 
The solo soprano was sadly outweighted in the 
work undertaken by her. Her failure will fur- 
nish a strong argument for those who advocate 
the encouragement of home talent in prefer- 
ence to untried and unknown outsiders, whose 
achievements would not qualify them for ad- 
mission as volunteer soloists in some of our 
least pretentious local choirs. The general 
effect of the performance of the oratorio was 
certainly not enhanced through the painful 
impression produced in some of the solos, 
Previous to the concert the president of the 
society, Mr. J. K. Macdonald, delivered a short 
address of welcome and announced Gaul's 
cantata, Una, and Haydn's Creation as the 
remaining works to be presented by the or- 
ganization during the season. 


The ‘Varsity Glee Club's annual concert in 
Massey Hall on Friday evening of last week 
attracted a very large audience of friends of 
the University and music-lovers generally. 
The programme offered on this cccasion was 
worthy of the patronage extended the event, 
and may fairly be said to have been unexcelled 
in the annals of the Club’s former achieve- 
ments. The Glee Club, under Mr. Walter H. 
Robinson's direction, was assisted by Mrs. 
Clara Barnes Holmes, contralto, Miss Evelyn 
de Latre Street, violiniste, the ’Varsity Ladies’ 
Glee Club, under Miss Norma Reynolds, and 
the ‘Varsity Mandolin, Banjo and Guitar 
Clubs, Mr. George F. Smedley, leader. Much 
praise is due the conductor of the Glee Club 
for the results attained by the chorus repre- 
senting our provincial university this season. It 
is not too much to say that they have never sung 
with better effect than this year, nor has any 
previous’ Varsity chorus ever excelled the pres- 
ent club in points of precision, expression and 
general tonal quality. Their most effective 
number at the concert under notice was per- 
haps the setting of an encore number, Ye 
Banks and Braes, which was admirably sung. 
The work of the Club throughout showed the 
result of consistent and artistic effort on the 
part of the conductor, who has succeeded in 
raising it toa point of excellence very credit- 
able to all concerned, The’Varsity Ladies’ Glee 
Club in their several selections also deserve 
special mention for the quality of their work 
on this occasion, whether in their separate 
capacity as an independent club or in the 
combination of the two clubs in Leslie’s The 
Troubadour. The enthusiastic reception ac- 
corded the efforts of the young ladies 
was a fitting recognition of Miss Reynolds’ 
ability as a conductress. Miss Street, the 
solo violiniste, heightened the good impression 
created by this talented young artiste on the 
occasion of her first public appearance here two 
seasons ago. Ample techn'que, good tone and 
musical feeling characterized the rendering 
of her several solos, all of which were enthu- 
siastically encored. The visiting soloist, Mrs. 
Clara Barnes Holmes, repeated her successes 
of former appearances in this city; her finely 
cultivated voice and pleasing presence com- 
bined to establish her as a general favorite 
with the audience, as was attested by the 
heartiness of the encores after her selec! ions. 
Solos were also sung by Mr. Robinson, the 
conductor of the Glee Club ; Mr. W. S. McKay, 
‘97, and an obligato solo by Mr. Laurie Boyd, in 
conjunction with the chorus. The ’Varsity 
Mandolin, Guitar and Banjo Clubs, under Mr. 
Smedley, were most tavorably received and 
also shared in the general demand for encores, 
The accompanists, Mrs. Fred W. Lee and Mr. 
W. Daunt Scott, supported the singers and 
performers throughout with excellent judg- 
ment and skill. Mention should be made of 
the clever tenor sole, My Fairest Heart, rend 
ered by Mr. Robinson and composed for the 
occasion by Mr. W. Daunt Scott, 95,a young 
gentleman of unusual musical ability and 
talent, which should justify himin seriously 
taking up the study of music asa profession. 
The lady soloists were repeatedly presented 
with handsome floral offerings during the 
evening and were generally received by the 
hundreds of rollicking students in the audi- 
ence ina manner which would have cheered 
and fortified the most timid performer. It is 
gratifying, however, to be able to state that 
the cordiality of the greetings thus bestowed 
was justified by the artistic excellence of the 
performance generally. 

The unusually large number of subscribers 
who have already signed the subscription lists 
of the approaching first concert of the Men 
delesohn Choir in Massey Hall on January 
15, ensure the financial success of the event. 
The committee have been very fortunateinear'y

securing the services of Mme, Lillian Blauvelt, 
who is in great demand in all parts of the 
American Union, and who is justly considered 
the most popular concert soprano now before 
the public on this continent. The engagement 
of the Beethoven Trio, who scored an undeni- 
able triumph at the Ysaye concert on Tuesday 
evening last, will lend additional interest to 
the event. The chorus will, on this occasion, 
speak for itself. It is sufficient to say at pres- 
ent that it is made up of the finest aggregation 
of competent vocalists ever combined in a 
chorus of similar size in this city. The attrac- 
tive programme of motettes, part-songs, etc., to 
be sung has been chosen with much care from 
the works of representative composers and 
with a regard for variety and brightness which 
should appeal to all tastes. Subscribers have 
access to the plan before the public generally. 
The stereotyped warning to ‘subscribe in ad- 
vance in order to secure a good sitting” will 
carry with it some force in this instarce, a fact 
which should be noted by lovers of the special 
class of work taken up by the Mendelssohn 
Choir and the admirable contributions to the 
programme one may reasonably expect from 
the brilliant artists engaged to assist. 


Mr. Arthur Blakeley’s popular organ recital 
on Saturday afternoon of last week, in the 
Sherbourne street Methodist church, was again 
well attended. The programme, which con- 
sisted of the national airs of the principal 
nations of the world, was carried out in Mr, 
Blakeley’s best style. Several of the original 
transcriptions by the organist were given with 
specially good effect. His treatment of the 
Swiss Ranz des Vaches, the Austrian Hymn 
and the Hungarian National March proved 
particularly enjoyable. The next recital of the 
series in January will be devoted to Wagnerian 
excerpts. 


An attractive concert was given at Broad- 
way Tabernacle on Monday evening last. Be- 
sides Miss Jessie Alexander, who gave a varied 
selection of recitations in her own inimitable 
manner, vocal selections were rendered by Miss 
Eva N. Roblin and a pianoforte solo by Miss 
Maud Gordon. Miss Roblin sang With Ver- 
dure Clad in excellent voice and with an evi- 
dent appreciation of the beauties of this charm- 
ing composition. Her rich and well cultivated 
voice was also heard with good effect in several 
other solos, in all of which she proved herself 
an accomplished vocalist. Miss Maud Gordon 
in her piano solo displayed a large and well 
regulated technique and splendid style gener- 
ally, her playing being greeted with loud ap- 
plause. Mr. Pease played a violin obligato to 
one of Miss Roblin’s selections and Miss Browne 
officiated as accompanist, 


A large audience gathered in the basement 
of Massey Music Hall on Monday evening last 
to hear a promising boy soprano, Master 
Michael Young, who made his debut on this 
occasion. Master Youngis gifted with a voice 
of singular purity and sings with a degree of 
expression and style quite unusual in one of 
his years. His training has evidently been 
carefully looked after and his prospects for the 
future are very encouraging.
